In visual experience, after images 
may be positive or negative. If positive, tNey are of appro- 
ximately the same hue and brightness as the original stimulus. 
If negative, they are less saturated, duller, and approximately 
the complementary colour of the original stimulus. . 


Attersensation. It is the continuation of a sensory experience after 
cessation of the stimulus.

It is the first stage of the general adaptation 
syndrome which characterized by an emergency reaction 1n- 
volving the mobilization of energy through adrenal and sympa- 
thetic activity. 

Albedo. The reflectance of any surface ; particularly, the percen- 
tage of light that is reflected by a surface measured against the 
total light falling on that surface. 


Albinism. A category of pigment disorders characterized by a less 
than normal production of melanin in the skin. . 


Alcohol Hallucinosis. Refers to a syndrome of vivid auditory 
hallucinations following the sudden cessation of alcohol intake 
after an extended history of alcohol abuse.

Alcoholic. A person who suffers from alcoholism (q.v-). 


Alcoholic Jealousy. Refers to an irrational, paranoid-like jealousy 
often observed in cases of chronic alcohol abuse. 


Alcohol Withdrawal. Refers to an organic mental disorder that is 
characterized’ by coarse trem or of the hands, eyelids and 
tongue, nausea, weakness, sweating, depressed, mood anxiety 
and irritability. 


Aldosteroze, “The most active of the mineralocorticoids produced 
by the adrenal cortices, aldosterone is important in the regu- 
lation of the metabolism of sodium, potassium and choline. 


Alexia. Means without words: A languagerelated disability charac- 
terized by the partial or complete loss of the ability to 
identify the printed word. The disorder is often quite specific 
in that alexics do not have impairment of vision and can 
identify spoken words normally.

Zipf’s Law. A generalization owed to George Kingsley Zipf (1903- 
50), which states that there exists an equilibrium between 
unformity and diversity. Thìs notion could be best expressed 
in the so-called Zipf curve; which exhibits the relation between 
the frequency with which. a particular event occurs (eg. a 
word in a language) and the number of events which occur 
with that frequency. When exploring the statistical nature 
of natural languages. Zipf curves take place with remarkable 
uniformity of shape; that is, in any language and in any 
circumscribed corpus of that language (e.g., novels, news- 
papers, comic books, etc.,) there have been a very large 
number of very short words which take place with high 
frequency and progressively fewer longer words which occur 
with — progressively lower frequency. Zipf- hypothesized 
(wrongly, it turns out) that these uniformities had been the 
result of a biological “least effort”? principle ; they are now 
known to be merely. the necessary, result _ of particular 
stochastic processes. However, the basic principle codified in 
Zipf’s name—the balance between uniformity and diversity— 
still lives on. 

Zoanthropy. Delusion that the individual has been transformed 
into an animal.
